^TTHE White River Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, met in its twenty- second ses- 
sion at the M. E. Church, South, Newport, Ark., December 16, 
1§91, at 9 o’clock a. m., Bishop W. W. Duncan presiding. 

A. L. Malone, secretary of last Conference, being absent, 
the roll was called by L. C. Craig and the following ministers 
and delegates answered to their names :

Dr. J. D. Barbee and Dr. Morton were introduced to the 
Conference. 

A communication from the Publishing House was read and 
referred to Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

A report from Church Extension Board was read and 
referred to Committee on Church Extension. 

Question 20. — Are all the preachers blameless in their life 
and official administration ? — was called. 

The names of James G. Miller, J. J. Alexander, F. A. Jeffett, 
M. B. Umsted, M. M. Smith, F. E. Taylor and H. T. Gregory 
were called and their characters passed. 

The names of G. A. Dannelly, Benoni Harris and John 
Rhyne were called, their characters passed, and they were 
referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

The name of S. C. Stone was called and, pending investi- 
gation of reports concerning his character, was passed until 
further information could be had. 

The name of E. M. Baker was called and the announcement 
was made that he had died during the year, and, on motion, 
his name was referred to the Committee on Memoirs. 

Question 8. What travelling preachers are elected deacons? 

The names of Luther C. Craig and J. W. Watson were 
called, their characters passed and they were elected to dea- 
cons order and admitted into full connection. 
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Question 12. What travelling preachers are elected elders? 

P. B. Wallis, W. W. Hendrix and H. M. Cryer were called. 
They stood an approved examination, their characters passed, 
and were elected to elder’s orders. 

The name of F. M. Smith was called. He had not been 
before the committee and was continued in the class of the 
fourth year. 

Dr. Morton presented a communication from the Board of 
Church Extension, which was read and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Church Extension. 

Question 12 was then resumed, and the names of R. M. 
Manly and F. C. Sterling were called, characters passed, and 
they were elected to elder’s orders. 

Question 10. What local preachers are elected deacons ? 

Silas B*. Barker, recommended by Reyno circuit, William 
Brock Mason, recommended by Melbourne circuit, and William 
J. Vick, of Cypress Ridge circuit, were elected deacons. 

On motion of S. L. Cochran, F. C. Sterling was added to 
the committee of the third year. 

F. A. Jeffett asked to have the name of W. R. Foster placed 
on Committee on Memoirs instead of G. A. Dannelly, which 
was granted. 

Question 2. Who remain on trial ? 

The name of P. E. Hileman was called and, by vote of 
Conference, he was discontinued. 

Question 3. Who are discontinued ? 

Answer. P. E. Hileman. 

Under question 2 the names of W. D. Ellis, A. J. Blake- 
more. W. C. Toombs and E. N. Bickley were called. They 
stood approved examinations, their characters passed, and 
they w^ere continued on trial. 

Bishop Duncan called for announcements and notices. 

F. A. Jeffett announced the names of D. H. Jackson and 
W. A. Pyrtle, alternate lay delegates from Searcy District, 
instead of F. P. Laws and B. F. Horton. 

Committee on Public Worship announced services as fol- 
lows: At 3 p. m., Rev. F. M. Hayes, and at 7 p. m., Dr. J. D. 

Barbee. 
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The Conference adjourned with benediction by Bishop 
Duncan. 

SECOND DAY. 

Thursday, December 17, 1891. 

Conference convened at 9 o’clock a. m., Bishop Duncan pre- 
siding. 

Religious services were conducted by Horace Jewell. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read, corrected and 
approved. 

By consent of the Conference the calling of the roll was 
dispensed with for the remainder of the session. 

M. M. Smith announced the presence of Dr. Thomas G. 
Brewer, lay delegate from Jonesboro district. • 

F. A. Jeffett announced the presence of J. R. Horton from 
the Searcy District. 

Question 2. Who remain on trial ? 

The name of H. L. Bugg was called and, upon request of 
the Bishop, he gave a report of his work as colporteur during 
the year, and upon motion of F. E. Taylor his character was 
passed and was continued on trial and advanced to the class 
of the second year. 

The names of Frank Barrett, I. B. Manly, N. E. Gardner, 
H. E. May and W. B. Hays were called. They stood ap- 
proved examinations their characters passed and were con- 
tinued on trial in the class of the second year. 

Question 1. Who are admitted on trial? 

Benjamin D. Holley, recommended by St. Francis circuit, 
Jonesboro district. 

Silas B. Barker, recommended by Reyno circuit, Newport 
district, and Thomas A. Bowen, recommended by Walnut Hill 
circuit, Newport district, stood approved examinations and 
were admitted on trial. 

Armstead M. Grant, recommended by Pocahontas and Black 
Rock stations, Newport district, failed to pass the examination 
and was not admitted. 

Joseph B. Dodson, recommended by White River circuit, 
Pine Bluff district, Little Rock Conference, stood an approved 
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examination, but by vote of the Conference was refused ad- 
mission. 

Question 5. Who are readmitted ? 

The name of William J. Yick, recommended by the Cypress 
Ridge circuit, Helena district, was called, but failing to ap- 
pear before the Committee of Examination, he was not re- 
admitted. 

Question 6. Who are received by transfer from other Con- 
ferences ? 

W. C. Adams and Wade Preston from Little Rock Confer- 
ence; J. A. Peebles and J. C. Brown from Arkansas Conference; 
C. H. Gregory from East Texas Conference, and R. C. More- 
head from North Mississippi Conference were announced by 
the Bishop. 

J. A. Peebles and R. C. Morehead were introduced to the 
Conference. 

Question 20 was resumed and the name of Lewis Kelley 
was called. His presiding elder stated that there were formal 
charges against him. A committee of trial was asked for, 
and the following were appointed by the president and an- 
nounced, to-wit: G. A. Dannelly, W. R. Foster, F. Ritter, 

N. E. Skinner, T. B. Williamson, E. M. Davis, W. M. Watson, 
A. C. Griffin, S. W. Register, and H. Jewell, chairman. G. 
W. Smith was elected assistant secretary and appointed 
special secretary for committee. 

The names of W. A. Pendergrass and S. D. Evans were 
called, their characters passed and, on motion, were referred 
to the Committee on Conference Relations and recommended 
for the supernumerary relation. 

The name of S. C. Stone was called. Objections being 
urged against the passage of his character, by consent of the 
Conference he was allowed to speak for himself, which he did, 
reviewing his terrible sufferings and conflict with the morphine 
habit. After he had made his statements a communication 
from his legal counsel was read, which fully exonerated him 
from criminal intent in the alleged incendiarism with which 
he was charged in' the city of Memphis. By vote of the Con- 
ference his character was passed and his name was referred 
to the Committee on Conference Relations. 
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The name of J. F. Troy was called and his presiding elder 
stated that he did not go to his work, viz. : the Pocahontas 
circuit, on account of ill health. His written request for a 
location was read and, after considerable discussion, his 
character passed and his request was granted. 

Question 16. Who are located? 

J. F. Troy, at his own request. 

Question 7. Who are deacons of one year ? 

The names of W. D. Kelley, W. E. Bishop, F. M. Smith, 
M. B. Corrigan and S. F. Brown were severally called. Their 
examinations were approved, their characters passed, and 
they were advanced to the class of the fourth year. 

The names of John Eidson and W. S. Southworth were 
called. Their characters passed, but not being before the 
committee for examination they were continued in tne cla^s of 
the third year. 

Question 20 was resumed and the names of E. G. Kilgore 
and J. W. Patton were called and their characters were passed. 

A telegram with Christian greeting from Bro. A. L. Malone, 
our former secretary, was read and announced his 
inability to attend the present session of the Conference on 
account of affliction in his family. The secretary was in- 
structed to make suitable response, which was immediately 
sent, as follows : 

The White River Conference returns Christian greeting, and prays 
for her afflicted son. Read John, 14th chapter and 1st verse. (Let 
not your heart be troubled; ye believe in God, believe also in me). 

The hour for adjournment having arrived, the president 

called for special announcements. 

The Committee on Public Worship announced as follows : 
Preaching at 3 p. m. by Dr. Kendall of the Missouri Confer- 
ence, and Church Extension mass meeting at 7 p. m., to be 
addressed by Bishop Duncan and Dr. Morton. 

Conference adjourned with benediction by Horace Jewell. 

THIRD DAT. 

Friday, December 18, 1891. 

Conference convened at 9 o’clock a. m., with Bishop Dun- 
can in the chair. 
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Religious services conducted by G. A. Dannelly. 

Minutes of yesterday’s session read and approved. 

After some special announcements, the committee on the 
trial of Lewis Kelley reported as follows : 

"We, the Committee of Trial, appointed by the White River Con- 
ference of the M. E. Church, South, to investigate certain charges 
against Lewis Kelley, a member of said Conference, respectfully 
submit the following report: 

After a patient and prayerful hearing of all the testimony in the 
case, we find Lewis Kelley guilty as charged in the following speci- 
fications : 

Specification 1. Drinking whiskey daring the month of March or 
April, l$yO, in the business house of Mr. Gatlin, where a “blind tiger” 
was supposed to be kept. 

Specification 2. Drinking with Mr. A. Stotts at his home one 
morning last year. 

Specification a. Drinking wine in Mr. Mead’s saloon at Lake City 
with a crowd of men who were drinking whiskey last winter — pos- 
sibly last January. 

Specification 4. Drinking whiskey three times in a distance of two 
and a half miles, with four other men, on the public road in the mail 
hack, between Lake City and Macy, on the 3rd day of June, 1891.

(E. G. Kilgore was appointed to prosecute the case for the Con- 
ference.) 

We find said Lewis Kelley guilty of gross imprudence and affix the 
following penalty, viz: A reproof in open Conference by the presid- 

ing Bishop.

Register, N. E Skinner, W. R. Foster, W. M. Watson, E. M. Davis and 
Frank Ritter. 

Bro. Kelley was called before the President, who adminis- 
tered a reproof- that could only be surpassed by that given the 
fallen woman by the Son of God. 

Revs. Kendall, Cobb and Willis, of the St. Louis Confer- 
ence; C. M. Koith and E. N. Watson, of the Little Rock 
Conference, and Massey and Cantrell, of the Arkansas Con- 
ference, were introduced. 

Question 12. What travelling preachers are elected elders ? 

The name of G. W. Smith was called. His examination 
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was approved, character passed and he was elected to elder’s 
orders. 

The names of J. H. Anderson and T. B. Williamson were 
called, and not having been before the Committee of Exami- 
nation, their characters passed and they were continued in 
the class of the fourth year. 

Question 20 was resumed and the name of H. A. Story 
called and character passed. 

Drs. D. Morton and J. D. Barbee made announcements rel- 
ative to the respective interests represented by them. 

Question 20 was resumed. The names of H. Jewell, R. G. 
Brittain, J. H. Dye, W. L. King, Z. T. Bennett, W. R. Foster, 
J. D. Rutledge, J. F. Armstrong, J. M. Talkington, F. Ritter, 
S. L. Cochran, A. C. Griffin, J. S. Watson, N. E. Skinner, J. 
I. Maynard, J.‘ R. Edwards, J. S. Brooke, J. C. Ritter, S. W. 
Register, E. M. Davis, R. H. Grissett, A. M. R. Branson, Thos. 
Whittaker, R. S. Deener, E. C. Castleberry, T. J. Settle, D. 
W. Reid, D. Leake, Wm. M. Watson, J. F. Jernigan and F. 
Noe were called and their characters passed. 

Dr. Alonzo Monk of Memphis was intro duced to the Con- 
ference, who stated that he came in the interest of education 
among the colored people in general and of Paine Institute in 
particular. 

The following resolution was read by the secretary and 
unanimously adopted : 

Resolved , That we, the White River Conference, assume to raise 
during this coming Conference year the sum of $200 for the benefit 
of the Paine Institute, located at Augusta, Ga., and that we ask our 
Joint Board of Finance to distribute the same throughout the Con- 
ference upon the basis of the other connectional collections. 

Signed: J. H. Dye, H. Jewell, J. F. Jernigan, M. M. Smith, F. A. 
Jeffett, F. E. Taylor and M. B. Umsted. 

After the reading and adoption of the above, Dr. Monk made 
a strong appeal in behalf of the educational work among the 
colored people. A collection was taken, which resulted in the 
collection of $32.40, which was turned over to Dr. Z. T. Ben- 
nett to be used for the benefit of Haygood Seminary, located 
at Washington, Ark. 

Question 1. Who are admitted on trial ? 

Wm. J. Viek, recommended by Cypress Ridge circuit.

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The Committee on Books and Periodicals submitted their 
report, which was adopted. (See Appendix A.) After which 
Dr. Z. T. Bennett presented in eloquent and pungent terms 
the claims of the Arkansas Methodist and the work accomplished 
by the people of Arkansas through its influence. 

M. M. Smith presented the credentials of Wm. E. Watson 
from Batesville District, and Thos. J. Graves, local deacon, 
residing within the bounds of the Jonesboro District. 

. On motion the time was extended fifteen minutes, during a 
part of which time Geo. Thornburgh, a former secretary and 
a true son and friend of the White River Conference, made 
some fraternal and business statements relative to his connec- 
tion with the Arkansas Methodist. 

Time having arrived for adjournment, announcements were 
called for by the President. 

The Committee on Public Worship announced services at 3 
p. m. by Dr. A. Monk, and an educational mass meeting at 
7 p. m., to be addressed by Bishop Duncan. 

Conference adjourned with benediction by the President. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, December 19, 1391. 

Conference convened at 9 o’clock a. m., with Bishop Dun- 
can in the chair. 

Religious services conducted by E. G. Kilgore. 

Minutes of yesterday’s meeting read and approved. 

Question 20 was resumed and the name of W. W. Anderson 
was called and character passed. 

R. C. Morehead, transferred to this Conference from the 
North Mississippi Conference, is enrolled as a member in the 
class of the fourth year. 

The name of C. H. Ford was called and statements were 
made to the effect that it was currently reported that Bro. 
Ford did not desire work at the hands of this Conference. 
The President stated that he had read in a letter to one of the 
presiding elders in this Conference statements from Bro. Ford 
which he construed as confirmatory of such reports. 
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In view of such rumors motion was made by S. L. Cochran 
that Bro. Ford’s case be referred to the presiding elder of the 
Jonesboro District for investigation, which motion prevailed. 

Df. Palmore of the St. Louis Advocate , Dr. W. R. Lambuth 
of China, and Rev. Arthur Jones of the Presbyterian church 
of Batesville were intrbduccd to the Conference. 

J. F. Jernigan complained of neglect of preachers to give 
information of claimants upon the Conference fund, and in- 
sisted that every preacher having within the bounds of liis 
pastorate a claimant upon this fund should give a report in 
writing of the condition of such claimant. 

The Board of Education submitted report No. 1, which was 
adopted. (See Appendix B.) 

Dr. S. H. Babcock, President of Calloway Female College, 
was introduced and made an earnest talk in the interest of 
that flourishing institution. 

Dr. A. C. Millar, President of Hendrix College, was intro- 
duced and made a short talk, reviewing the successful history 
of that college. 

Rev. E. A. Tabor, financial agent of Hendrix College, made 
an address to the Conference. 

The surrended credentials of Jas. A. Brown, a local deacon 
of Heber, Searcy District, were handed to the Conference by 
F. A. Jeffett. 

Question 4. Who are admitted into full connection ?

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 

We, your Committee on Memoirs, would submit the following: 

Rev. Elias M. Baker, son of Joshua and Mary Baker, was s born in 
Giles county, Tenn., June 27, 1828. He professed religion in his 
eighteenth year'and joined the M. E. Church, South. Almost im- 
mediately after his connection with the church [he was licensed to 
exhort, and in a shore time was licensed to preach, and at once 
joined the Tennessee Conference. Two years later, October 17, 
^852, was ordained deacon by Bishop Soule, i Two years from the 
time of his ordination as deacon he was ordained elder. At the 
close of the war he transferred from the Tennessee to the Mem- 
phis Conference. ‘In 1868 he transferred from the Memphis to 
the Arkansas Conference and remained a member of the same 
until the organization of the White River Conference, with 
which organization he united and remained until his death. 
In 1853 or 1854 he was marred to Miss Arbella Daniel, the fruit of 
which union was one child. In about three years after his marriage 
his first wife died. He was again married September 17, 1858, to 
Miss Justine White of Humphries county, Tenn., who still survives 
to mourn her great loss. By his last wife he had three children, all 
daughters, all of whom are yet living, j 

Bro. Baker possessed in a very high degree the genuine elements 
of a noble manhood. He was richly endowed with a high sense of 
honor and lofty sentiment. He disdained a sickly sentimentalism 
and he maintained his integrity to the end. He was fearless and 
uncompromising in his adherence to and vindication of what he be- 
lieved to be right. His conclusions were not hastily reached, but 
when formed he had the courage of his convictions. He was a 
Methodist by birth, choice and education, and he fondly cherished 3 
her doctrines and polity, and the church never had a more loyal son | 
than Elias M. Baker. 

From principle he was an itinerant preacher in the true sense of B 
the term. He accepted the Episcopacy as the best form of church | 
government and he was true to its spirit and letter, and as a loyal | 
subject he never tried to manipulate his own appointments, but | 
committed himself fully into the hands of the appointing power I 
without courting special favor or fearing disastrous results. I 
As a preacher he stood in the front rank of his Conference, I 
as the peer of any. He was a good pastor, a fine leader and a sue- 1 
cessful organizer. He was four years on District work and made a I 
good Presiding Elder. Some two years ago his health began to fail, | 
and before the last session of his Conference he became satisfied | 
that he would not be able to work. The thought of having to retire I 
from the active ministry gave him painful solicitude, but he yielded I 
like a hero at the post of duty. His name was placed by his Presid- I 
ing Elder before the Committee on Conference Relations and he j 
was superannuated by the last session of his Conference, and ini 
about three months his triumphant spirit crossed over the river to [ 
join his brethren on the other shore and to be crowned victor for | 
ever. During the last days of his illness the writer with other I 
brethren visited him several times, and always found him peaceful | 
and happy. He said all was “clear and bright.” Not a shadow of j 
doubt or fear crossed his enraptured vision. He lived like a hero 
and died like a conqueror and a saint.

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DISTRICT CONFERENCE JOURNALS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Annual Conference 
of the M. E. Church, South : 

Your Committee on District Conference Journals ask leave 
to make the following report : 

We have carefully examined the journals placed in our 
hands and find them all models of neatness. The penman- 
ship is good, the orthography and rhetoric are excellent. But 
we find that the Searcy District Conference Journal is not 
properly spaced between items, and there is no margin left for 
marginal index. Also, we find the second day’s session be- 
gins near the bottom instead of at the top of the page. The 
Batesville District Conference Journal is deficient in journal 
headings, there being no heading at the top of local page, 
but only at the beginning of each session ; also the same error 
as in the Searcy District Conference Journal, that of com- 
mencing another session at the middle or foot of page as ap- 
pears on page 106. On page 107 there is not sufficient space 
between paragraphs, as is the case in many other places. 
It is also wanting in space for marginal index. The Newport 
District Conference Journal has a partial marginal index, but 
is deficient in journal headings; and also some of the head- 
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ings are out of place, not being at top of page. It is partly 
spaced only, some of the paragraphs being run together, as 
on page 290, where one report is finished and another begun 
on next line, But, notwithstanding the above mentioned er- 
rors, the Journals, upon the whole, are very well kept. 

The Journals of the Helena and Jonesboro Districts have 
not been received.

In the history of seventy -five 
years 55,000,000 copies of the Bible have been published and 
sent out. 1,000,000 copies have been donated to tlie work in 
the South during the last eight years. 1,000,000 copies more 
have been sold at cost in the same territory and in the same 
time. 

The Bible is circulated in the United States in twenty- seven 
languages. The daily circulation for the past Bible year was 
4,113. The American Bible Society has established deposi- 
tories throughout the entire world. Its work in foreign fields 
has proved an essential and important factor in the establish- 
ment and success of mission work in those fields. Thous- 
ands of humble homes have been supplied with the blessed 
Word of God and the light of the gospel of the Son of God has 
dawned upon the mind and heart of the inmates of the same 
as the work done by the American Bible Society. In order 
that f he great interest of the Bible cause may be properly con- 
served it is absolutely necessary that every pastor within the 
bounds of the White River Conference lend his hearty support 
and co-operation and encourage his people to the same. 
Therefore be it 
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Resolved, That in the month of Februry, 1892, a collection be 
taken in every charge for the benefit of the Bible cause and the 
amount secured be forwarded to Rev. E. M. Pipkin, District 
Superintendent, Little Rock, Ark. We also recommend that 
the Presiding Elders urge and insist upon the pastors and 
people of his district to aid the Ajnerican Bible Association in 
giving the Word of God to all the people.
